A never­ 
ending aud wearisome part of household 
work consists of fr«*quent visits to the cel­ 
lar, where so many articles of daily use are 
necessarily stored. 
It is to obviate a large 
part of this labor that the present arrange­ 
ment is designed by Mr*. David Tudor, 
Cambria County, P a , who furnished tho 
sketch from which our engraving was 
made. 
It consists of four shelves firmly 
attached to side-pieee*. and moving freely 
in a sort of boxing which extends from the 
bottom of the cellar to the ceiling of the 
kitchen or dining-room on the floor above. 
The shelves are of inch boards, each three 
feet long and fourteen inches w ife.

The Lo sses, Its Origin, aud Other Mi­ 
no r Details. 
The most disastrous and destruc­ 
tive fire that has ever visited our 
thriving young city occurred on Sat­ 
urday night, when almost two entire 
blocks in the bus mea p ortion of the 
city were destroyed by the fire demon. 
It had been an unusually hot and op ­ 
p ressive day, and as night ap p roach 
od the ap p earance of the sky indicated 
the coming of a storm. 
At about 9 
o’clock, just as p eop le were closing 
their houses against the 
coming 
storm, the dread alarm of fire sounded 
through the city, and almost in an 
instant the flash of the lurid flames 
could be seen in the centre of the 
business p ortion of the city. 
A D is­ 
p atch scribe was on the scene in a 
moment, and already the p laning 
mill, where the tire originated, was a 
mass of flames, and had been com­ 
municated to the adjacent buildings. 
At this moment the storm, which had 
been so long threatening, burst up on 
the scene, not in rain, but in a gale of 
wind which blew the flames in sheets 
over the surrounding structures, ig­ 
niting the building occup ied by Mrs. 
Clostermsn’s Hotel, and the small 
buildings in the rear, and also setting 
on fire the buildings occup ied by 
Veon's jewelry store and Gray’s sa­ 
loon. The firemen under Chi**f Leo­ 
p old were on the grouud in an in­ 
credibly short sp ace of time, scarcely 
five minutes elap sing between the 
first alarm and the time when the 
first stream of water l>egan to p lay on 
the tire. 
However, before the de­ 
p artment had really got down to 
work the sup p ly of water failed en­ 
tirely, and the brave firemen could 
do nothing bat stand and w*e the 
flames creep from one building to 
another with nothing to resist their 
p rogress. The heat from the burning 
of Saloon No. I, Itecame so iutease 
that to save the Commercial Hotel 
without water seemed an imp ossibility. 
Comforters soaked with water were 
hung over the edge of the roof and 
on Hie side of the building, and so in­ 
tense was til© heat that they would 
dry almost in a moment and ignite. 
\ t this juncture a dynamite cartridge 
was thrown into the building occup ied 
by No. I, and the ex p losion so shat­ 
tered the building that tie* franu* 
work soon fell in, reducing the intense 
heat, and undoubtedly made it {Ris­ 
ible to save the Commercial and 
keep the fire from crossing the str« *et 
and setting fire to that block. 
In 
the meanwhile, as no* p ressure was 
forthcoming, the tire advanced to 
Lambert Bros, livery stable, and from 
thereto Burrel’sblacksmith shop and 
to the building on the corner of 4th 
and Laurel streets occup ied by a 
laundry, which were one after anoth­ 
er entirely consumed, only the goods 
and the contents of the buildings, 
which were hurrietlly carried out 
tieing saved. Had water been ob­ 
tainable it would have (MUNI an easy 
matter to havo confined the flames to 
the buildings between the alley north 
of Clostennan’s hotel and No. I at 
the comer of Laurel street. 
As it 
was, however, the flames up to thi 
time unchecked, and driven by th 
strong wind from the southeast, were 
communicated to the row of frame 
buildings on Front street, and they 
also were soon a mass of flam****. first 
catching the Lumbermen's Ex ohang 
Hotel, the second building from the 
comer, and traveling west from one 
bnildiug to another, until a sj>ac© oil 
fifty feet atw een the building occu 
p ied by a p aint shop and the News 
building, stop p ed their p rogress. On 
the Laurel street side of the block 
the flames leap ed across 4th street 
and set fire to Ridders livery stable, 
and from there began to sp read east 
and north over block 49, consuming 
in turn the small buildings facing on 
4th street, until they reached the rear 
of Last Turn building. By this time 
there was sufficient p ressure on the 
hydrants to throw a stream of water, 
and the firemen began in earnest to 
tight the fire fiend. 
One comp any 
liegan to stay the p rogress of the 
flames that were threatening the 
building occup ied by the Emp ire 
Restaurant, and most bravely and 
effectually they p erformed the task. 
The other comp anies checked the 
p rogress of the fire on block 49, and 
succeeded in saving the forward and 
main p art of the Last Turn building, 
the rear having been almost entirely 
consumed before water could lie had. 
No. 2, after assisting at Smith's for a 
short time, began to p lay on a quan­ 
tity of furniture that had been car­ 
ried out of the burning buildings and 
carried across Front street and which 
had been ignited by the intense heat. 
The bulletin board at this p lace also 
caught fire and burned, tho sp arks 
from which set fire to the old Cant­ 
well building on the north side of 
Front street, which was allowed to 
burn as it was a nuisance, and had 
not been occup ied for some time. The 
Daily News building, which stood at 
least fifty feet from any other struc­ 
ture, and consequently it was suji- 
p osed would escap e, but which had 
been ignited by burning cinders on 
tile roof and slowly burning for some 
time, was the last to receive the at­ 
tention of the firemen. 
The flames 
had, however, by the time the firemen 
could give it attention, made consid­ 
erable p rogress, but after a long strug­ 
gle the fire was almost ex tinguished, 
when the sup p ly of water again failed 
and for twenty minutes the firemen 
could nothing, during which time t he 
flames again gained great headway, 
but a p ressure again ap p earing, the 
firemen 
soon 
became 
masters 
and the flames were ex tinguished. 
The ex p ensive outfit of the Daily 
News, which was in the basement of 
the building, received no injury 
whatever from the flames, but was 
badly 
damaged by the immense 
amount of water which was p oured 
into the building. 
This building, 
and the building occup ied by Smith s 
restaurant were the only structures 
on block 47 that were left standing. 
During the p rogress of the fire the 
high wind carried burning shingles 


and cinders far beyond th© Sanitari­ 
um, but a fortunate sp rinkling of rain 
had so damp ened the roof of the 
buildings that all escap ed, with the 
ex cep tion of a small log bam near the 
bridge which caught fire and was 
consumed. 
When the sup p ly of water failed a 
messenger was disp atched to the 
p ump house to ascertain the cans© of 
the failure, where it was found that 
every ex ertion was being made to get 
up a p rendre, but owing to the high 
water it was almost imp ossibe. 
The 
water was nearly two feet deep in the 
p ump house, and almost entirely shut 
off the draft under the firebox , mak­ 
ing it very difficult to keep fire for an 
ordinary p ressure. 
The bnildings burned and the 
col* 
touts with tho names of owners of 
each is summarized as follows:

his decision 
against him was no reason why he 
should not be re-elected as he believed 
him to be an honest and able man for 
the position, and believed him the 
strongest candidate in the district.”— 
Voice of the People. 


The Coming Judge. 
The judicial district 
convention 
met at the court house in this city on 
Tuesday afternoon, according to the 
call issued by Chairman Hartley. 
The temporary chairman was Leon 
E. Lum, of Crow W ing county, and 
S. G. Wightman, of Wadena, secre­ 
tary. 
The chair, on motion, appoint­ 
ed the committee on credentials as 
follows: W. A. Fleming, of Crow 
Wing county, F. A. Vanderpoel, of 
Hubbard, and T. J. Nary, of Cass. 
The report of the committee showed 
the following gentlemen entitled to 
seats in the convention: 
Aitkin County—D. J. Knox and 
Warren Potter. 
Crow W ing County—L. E. Lum, 
W. A. Fleming and G. S. Femald. 
Cass—T. J.N ary and George W hip­ 
ple. 
Hubbard- F. A. Vanderpoel. 
Itasca- J. M. Markham, proxy for 
L. F. Knox. 
Wadena—C. W. Brown, James J. 
Hendrickson and S. G. Wightman, 
proxy for F. H. Hillard. 
On motion the tenq>orary organiza­ 
tion was made permanent, which was 
followed by a neat little speech of 
thanks from Chairman Lum. 
Nominations were then announced 
as being in order and Judge Fleming 
arose and a d d r e s s e d the convention 
as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
convention: I arise for the purpose of 
placing in nomination a gentlemen 
for the high position of judge of the 
Fifteenth Judicial District. 
In doing 
so I need waste no time in extended 
remarks. 
It is with peculiar gratifica­ 
tion that I repeat the words of Chair­ 
man Lum, that there is no contest, 
that there is no considerable warring 
of factions. It is but right that all 
parties should be granted a voice in 
the selection of a candidate for this 
high position. 
When this choice is 
known and the candidate is placed be­ 
fore the people whom a majority have 
selected, all bitterness and strife is at 
an end. 
I honestly believe that this 
is true of* this convention and that 
there are no bitter feelings. 
The 
wind has whistled through the tall 
pines and told us that there was a 
difference of opinion in different parts 
of the district, but I ex[>ect that such 
is not the case. 
I have the honor, 
gentlemen, of nominating a man who 
has given, during the two years past, 
entire satisfaction to the people of 
this judicial district. 
I present the 
name of Chauncy B. Sleeper. 
F. A. Vanderpoel. of Hubbard coun­ 
ty, then arose and seconded the nomi­ 
nation. 
In substance he said: 
“It is a privilege that I will take at 
this time in behalf of Hubbard coun­ 
ty, in seconding the nomination of C. 
B. Sleeper. 
Hubbard, being a back­ 
woods county, probably has not had 
the opportunity to appreciate and 
know him as well as others, but we 
are ready to do onr share in electing 
him to the high position. Gentlemen, 
I take pleasure in seconding the 
nomination.” 
A motion was made to vote by bal­ 
lot and amended to Vote by acclama­ 
tion, the original motion prevailing. 
The chair appointed as tellers Geo. 
Whipple, of Cass, J. J. Hendrickson, 
of W adena and G. S. Femald, of 
Crow Wing, and the ballot resulted 
in nine votes for C. B. Sleeper and 
three blanks, the latter being cast by 
the Aitkin delegation. 
Judge Sleeper was declared the 
nominee, and was called on for re­ 
marks, and he responded in substance 
as follows: 
“I feel gratified at the honor con­ 
ferred on me by the members of this 
convention, and I desire to sav that 
when the appointment of this office 
was conferred on me liy Gov. McGill, 
that I determined if it was in my 
power to make an acceptable judge 
and to administer the functions of the 
office in a satisfactory manner and 
with credit to the position. 
So far as 
I have heard from all parts of the dis­ 
trict in which I have held terms of 
court, the services rendered by this 
court have been entirely satisfactory 
and no derogatory criticisms have 
been advanced. It is an impossibility 
for one man to please all, but I can 
honestly say that in the hearing of 
cases the court has strictly adhered 
to the right and no partisan feeling 
or difference has entered into a deci­ 
sion that had been made. While it is as 
difficult for a Republican to please a 
Democrat as for a Democrat to please 
a Republican, in the duties of the of­ 
ficial position which I ffll the thought 
has never entered my mind and no 
difference has been shown to any one 
by this court. 
My enemies and friends 
have been treated alike. If elected, I 
shall continue to administer the judi­ 
cial functions in the same manner, 
and no suitor shall be treated other­ 
wise than on the strict merits of the 
case. 
There is possibly personal 
hostility to me in a few cases, but it 
is every man’s right to support who 
he sees fit, and I can not expect that 
every man will be my friend. But 
when I do finally leave the position, I 
expect to be able to say truthfully 
that no political or personal feeling 
has ever influenced me in any deci- 
sion‘1 have made. 
It is a matter of pride to me that I 
can refer to the seven or eight cases 
that have been appealed, and not one 
of them has been overruled on final 
hearing. 
This record is highly cred­ 
ible to the district and I am willing 
to stand by the record I have made. 
If elected, I shall pursue the even 
tenor of my way as I have done in the 
past. 
Gentlemen. I thank you.” 


Creates a Wrong Impression. 
The Brainerd correspondent of the 
Pioneer Press, you all know who he 
is, sends the following from this city 
to that paper: 
The news of Harrison’s nomination 
was received with far from enthusiasm 
by Republicans. As oneexpressed it, 
“I feel as if I had been hit in the face 
by something hard, very hard.” An­ 
other said he felt as if the bottom had 
dropped out of things terrestrial. But 
this was the first impression, and may 
have been due in part to the general 
conclusion that Harrison was out of 
the question in the combinations that 
had resulted from the long contest, 
but mainly, doubtless, from the fact 
that Blaine was the choice of a litrge 
majority of the party in this city, and 
that his nomination was confidently 
expected. 
However, there is no 
doubt but that the party here will 
respond loyally to the nomination, 
and in fact be very enthusiastic for 
the gallant Indianinn after the first 
flush of disappointment is over. Ar­ 
rangements were making for a salute 
of cannon to greet Blame’s nomina­ 
tion, but it has not yet lss?n touched 
off for Harrison. 
The correspondent either under­ 
takes to tell a deliberate falsehood or 
else he got his idea from some dis­ 
gruntled mugwump. 
He certainly 
did not feel the pulse of public opin­ 
ion when he states that the Republi­ 
cans were not pleased. 
Blaine had 
been the choice of a large majority of 
the Republicans of Brainerd until his 
letters wore publish in which he de­ 
clined to t>e a candidate, and after that 
it was a question with them as to the 
policy of forcing the nomination npon 
him- of course there were a few who 
said “Give us Blaine at all hazzards,” 
but the majority were in favor of any 
other reasonably strong man, be it 
Gresham, Harrison, Sherman, or even 
Depew. 
When the news came that 
Harrison had been nominated on the 
eighth ballot there were some who 
were inclined to think that the rumor 
was unfounded, but as soon as it was 
confirmed a D is p a t c h representative 
questioned the leading Republicans 
of the city as to their opinion and the 
sentiment was unanimous that the 
Republicans of the nation in conven­ 
tion assembled had done a wise thing 
placing Benjamin Harrison, of

Harrison's Record. 
An exchange has arrangTsl the fol 
lowing in paragraph form: 


B e n ja m in H a r r iso n 
Was bom at North Bend, O.. Aug­ 
ust 2nd, 1833. 
Began the practice of law in Indian­ 
apolis in 1*54. 
Graduated at Miami University, 
Oxford, O., at the age of 18. • 
Was made a brigadier general in 
18G4 for his ability and valor. 
Succeeded Joseph E. McDonald as 
United States senator in 1881. 
Was elected reporter of the supreme 
court of Indiana in 1800 and 1864. 
His grandfather w as General Wil­ 
liam Henry Harrison, elected presi 
dent in 1840. 
Organized a regiment, company by 
company, in a month in 1801 and went 
to the front with it as its colonel. 
Was first brought to notice by be­ 
ing given employment in a legislative 
investigation by a democrat, Gov. 
Wright. 
Was made the republican nominee 
for governor in 1870 after he had d< 
clined to ran and Godlove S. Orth 
had been iiominatel and then re­ 
moved from the ticket. 
Major General Harrison, an 
lish ancestor, bore arms with Crom­ 
well, signed the death warrant of 
Charles I. and was hanged for it after 
the restoration. 
His great-grand father, Benjamin 
Harrison, signed the Declaration of 
Independence, was three times gover­ 
nor of Virginia, and a member of the 
convention. 
He was never heard to refer to the 
glories of his ancestors. 
Ho received honorable ment ion from 
Gen. Sherman for galantry at Atlanta. 
He was a member of the Mississippi 
river commission in 1879. 


The True Inwardness of the Aitkin 
Convention. 
The agonized efforts of Attorney 
Holland to secure endorsement and 
get his name before the people of the 
15th Judicial District, finally culmi­ 
nated Wednesday of this week at 
Aitkin. 
While there was a respecta­ 
ble number of gentlemen from various 
portions of the district, it might be 
well to inquire by what authority did 
they appear there? And how far did 
they represent the expressed wish of 
the people? 
In Hubbard county no precinct 
caucuses were held, no call was made 
for any giving the people an oppor­ 
tunity to express their sentiments, 
but after the republican county con­ 
vention, Holland’s lieutenant, Horton, 
called a few congenial spirits togeth­ 
er, electing himself and one Greening 
to represent (?) the people of the 
county at Aitkin. 
Similar proceedings were had in 
Wadena county with a similar result. 
No people’s convention was had or 
called for in Cass or Crow Wing 
county. In Crow Wing county, Mr. 
Holland and his lieutenant, Paine, 
worked night and day for two weeks 
previous to the convention, in their 
efforts to secure six men to represent 
the county at Aitkin, and finally suc­ 
ceeded in securing two representa­ 
tives and four proxies, two of which 
were unauthorized—those of Capt. 
Sjwdding and Mr. Crawford, and these 
gentlemen have not had any sympa­ 
thy with the movement and have not 
now. 
W'hat a prodigious uprising of 
the people! With what spontaniety 
and unanimity the people uprose and 
hustled to pull Attorney George into 
the judicial arena! We have no doubt 
the same methods were followed in 
all the counties except Aitkin to bring 
about this result. 
We can say theD, 
that generally no caucuses or con­ 
ventions were called, no opportunity 
given for those opjiosed to be heard, 
but the whole scheme was planned 
conducted and consummated in back 
rooms, retired offices, dark corners, 
and in this way “the people” rushec. 
en masse to drag Mr. Holland out to 
become a non-partisan candidate for 
judge of the 15th district. It is prob­ 
ably safe to say that no coat was tom 
off him in the mighty rash, nor many 
drops of perspiration thrown off in 
the anxiety of the multitude (?) to 
get him nominated. 
The whole business was simply 
farce. 
The “people” were not invitee, 
by Attorney George to participate 
Only one here and one there was 
pulled out from among them, to carry 
the burden of the great body of the 
people. 
If Mr. Holland can find any 
cause for congratulation at the result, 
he is welcome to it. 
He certainly ts 
the only one who can. 
How enthusiastically must his here­ 
tofore democratic 
friends approve 
of this move! Where is their obliga 
tion to supi>ort a candidate nomina­ 
ted in this open handed (?) manner! 
We have heretofore believed that a 
judge should have some dignity, and 
we are not willing to surrender that 
belief by any standard sought to be 
established by this attempt to impose 
upon “the people” a self-constituted 
candidate. 
“The people” certainly 
ought to be consulted, and will no 
doubt express a proper indignation 
at being treated in this underhanded 
manner, 
when the opportunity is 
given them.

offices in New York, London and Paris. 
He has served in congress from a 
New York City district. 
President 
Garfield offered Mr. Morton the sec- 
retrryship of the navy. 
This he de­ 
clined, and was subsequently appoint­ 
ed minister to France, remaining in 
Paris until the end of the Garfield 
term, filling the difficult post with 
credit and honor. Mr. Morton was a 
devoted admirer, and an enthusiastic 
follower of Roscoe Conkling, but did 
not antagonize the great senator’s op­ 
ponents. 
Mr. Morton is not selfish in 
his great wealth, but with generous 
hand dispenses a charity broad and 
intelligent. 
He believes in using his 
means for the good of those about 
him, and at one time, when the suffer­ 
ing of a certain district in Ireland 
was made known to him he promptly 
sent a vessel load of provisions to the 
starving people. A conservative busi­ 
ness man. a man of broad culture and 
experience, he will make a strong 
candidate and an efficient officer. 


The States That Are Close 
At the last presidential election, 
says an exchange, eight of the states 
of the Union were shown to be pretty 
close in a political sense.

The recent election in Oregon, 
where the republicans had a majority 
of 7.000 or more, plainly indicates 
that the state is as solidly republican 
as it needs be. The interests of Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon are quite similar 
and it can be safely assumed that in 
the coining election the tariff issue 
will prove 
as 
disasterous to the 
Democrats there as it already has in 
Oregon. 
The same truth holds good 
in Nevada, although the state is safe 
to the Republicans anyway, as its 
majority of 1,616 is big when com­ 
pared with its limited vote of less 
than 13,000 in all. 
In the entire list 
cited, Michigan alone remains in 
doubt, but no sane man seriously en­ 
tertains such an idea as that that 
state can bo carried for free trade, 
with its vast interests which would 
be ruined by it. 
As a matter of fact, 
the Republicans stand just as good a 
chance of capturing both Flordia and 
West Virginia as the Democrats do 
of getting Michigan. 
On the other hand, Cleveland’s hold 
on Connecticut particularly is of the 
slightest tenure, and the President's 
tariff views are morally certain to lose 
him its electorial vote. A majority of 
1.274 in a state which has nearly 130,- 
000 voters is very small, and a change 
of 700 votes will give it to the Repub­ 
licans. Everybody knows that Cleve­ 
land carried New York state by the 
merest scratch. 
Political accidents 
are not frequent enough to justify the 
belief that another one favorable to 
the President, will occur in the same

The city surveyor made an estimate 
of the balance due Contractor Reilly 
on sewer work, whicb wa« *oad show­ 
ing the amount to be $636.64. On 
motion of Aid. Camp the estimate 
was accepted and the amount ordered 
paid, 
Work on the streets was ordered 
stopped. 
A large grist of claims against the 
city were aHowed, among them the 
electrict light bill, Aid. Graham vot­ 
ing in the negative and desiring to lie 
so recorded. 
A motion 
to h»ve the 
city attorney’s opinion on the electric 
light company’s franchise and con­ 
tract read, which carried and the re­ 
port covering thirty sheets of legal 
cap 
was listened to with interest 
by the august body. 
On motion of Aid. Cooley and Gra­ 
ham the firemen were allowed three 
dollars each for attending the recent 
fire, 
The petition to extend the water 
mains on Seventh street, from Rose­ 
wood to Sycamore street was granted. 
The petitions for extensions of mains 
on Front street between Third and 
Fourth and on Seventh from Quince 
to Sycamore and on First avenue 
from Kindred to Forgy streets were 
referred to proper committees. 
The salary of the janitor of the 
Hose house was raised to $50 per 
month nnd the council adjourned 
until Tuesday evening. 


SPECIAL SESSION. 
A full board present at roll call. 
A few bills were allowed, and ordi­ 
nance 71, relating to fire limits was 
introduced and given the first reading. 
The rules were suspended and its 
second reading was given, and the 
ordinance was adopted.

T h a t all contracts or agreements 
whatsoever, heretofore entered into 
between the Brainerd Light A Power 
Co. and the City of Brainerd, for the 
purpose of providing lights for said 
City, whether the same be by ordin­ 
ance, resolution, by-laws, or other 
form of contract, nnd particularly a 
certain contract between said parties 
bearing date January 17th, 1888, and 
a certain resolution of said city coun­ 
cil of the City of Brainerd passed on 
the 16th day of January, 1888, and 
published on the 28th day of J anuary, 
1888, be and the same are hereby dis­ 
affirmed, revoked, rescinded, annulled 
and repealed. 
And the said Brainerd 
Light & Power Co., and all j>ersons, 
parties or corportations, claiming or 
interested by. through or under it, 
whether by assignment, mortgage, or 
any manner whatsoever, are hereby 
notified that the said City of Brainerd 
will not, after due publication of this 
resolution, accept nor pay for any 
light whatsoever, furnished by the 
said Brainerd Light & Power Co., or 
its assigns, under any contract or 
contracts whatsoever. 
After transacting some other unim­ 
portant business 
the 
council ad­ 
journed. 


T h e St. Cloud Times, the organ of 
tho United States land office, criticises 
the functions of a district judge of 
Minnesota, (as will bo seen by an 
article quoted in the Brainerd Jour­ 
nal,) and attempts to slur the actions 
of Judge Sleeper 
in allowing a 
temporary injunction to issue, re­ 
straining certain settlers from proving 
up on lands claimed by the grantees 
of the Northern Pacific railroad com­ 
pany within certain indemnity belts. 
As we understand the law our state 
courts have jurisdiction to protect 
owners of lands within tho state in 
the enjoyment of their titles and to 
prevent clouds from being placed on 
such titles, and upon such facts being 
presented to judges of the district 
courts of this state w;* are inclined to 
believe that such judges would be 
recreant to their obligations if they 
should refuse. 
If our courts are 
powerless to }>ass upon those ques­ 
tions, land owners had better move out 
and go to some s ta t; where stab? 
courts have jurisdiction to protect 
property owners and tho right to 
hear and determine constitutional and 
statutory rights. 
We h tv * no doubt 
Judge Sleeper will determine this, 
as he has other questions, on its mer­ 
its, without regard for newspaper 
criticism that would mould his opin­ 
ion to meet the requirements of fed 
oral office holders, who are acting 
under instructions of other officials 
vrhose opinions may b ■ right and may 
be wrong, but which eventually must 
lie potent or otherwise as the state 
and federal courts shall determine.

Mr. Dopew has been told that 
the grangers of the Northwest would 
close their eyes and fight him or any 
other man that has ever boon con­ 
nected with a railroad, regardless of 
his qualities. It is not so. That is a 
great country’- it admires great men 
and recognifos the necessity of filling 
the high offices of the nation with 
men of recognized ability, experience 
and honor, eve* if they have been 
connected with a railroad.

What the Scheme Was. 
The Daily Tribune, of Duluth, pub­ 
lished the following in regard to the 
rumored removal of the News from 
Brainerd to that city before the lire 
occurred: 
IV e learn that it is not exactly cer­ 
tain as yet whether the Democrats of 
Duluth will succeed in getting a new 
Democratic daily established in this 
city or not. 
We should very much 
like* to see a creditable evening paper 
in Duluth, and of course our Demo­ 
cratic friends would like to have a 
clear-cut organ in this city; but we 
learn that some of the more practical 
and business like men among them 
are not particularly carried away with 
the proposed scheme. 
As we under­ 
stand the matter, Mr. Dewey, who 
has been publishing a daily paper at 
Brainerd, but who, although having 
the whole field to himself, has not 
been able to make his paper a suc­ 
cess, has become inspired with the 
idea that the place which is suffering 
for another daily paper is Duluth, and 
he proposes to sell the Democrats of 
this city a controlling interest in his 
printing outfit for $2,000. 
This $2,- 
000, however, will not go into the 
business for current expenses, but 
will be paid to a dealer in printing 
presses in Minneapolis who has a 
chattel mortgage on Mr. Dewey’s 
press and who, of course, wants his 
pay. Of course, this dealer who lias 
been here, helping along Mr. Dewey’s j 
scheme, attempts to make the Demo­ 
crats believe that “there’s millions” in :

On motion of Ald. Cooley and G ra­ 
ham the firemen were allowed three 
dollars each for attending the recent 


fire , 
The petition to extend the water 
mains on Seventh street, from Rose­ 
wood to Sycamore street was granted. 
The petitions for exteasions of mains 
on Front street between Third and 
Fourth and on Seventh from Quince 
to Sycamore aud on First avenue 
from Kindred to Forgy streets were 
referred to proper committees. 
The salary of the janitor of the 
Hose house was raised to $50 per 
month and the council adjourned 
until Tuesday evening. 


SPECIAL SESSION. 
A full board present at roll call. 
A few bills were allowed, and ordi­ 
nance 71, relating to fire limits was 
introduced and given the first reading.

bearing date January 17th, 1888, and 
a certain resolution of said city coun­ 
cil of the City of Brainerd passed on 
the 16th day of January, 1888, and 
published on the 28th day of January, 
1888, be and the same are hereby dis­ 
affirmed revoked rescinded annulled 
and repealed 
And the said Brainerd 
Light & Power Co., and all jiersons, 
parties or corportations, claiming or 
interested by, through or under it, 
whether by assignment, mortgage, or 
any manner whatsoever, are hereby 
notified that the said City of Brainerd 
will not, after due publication of this 
resolution, accept nor pay for any 
light whatsoever, furnished by the 
said Brainerd Light & Power Co., or 
its assigns, under any contract or 
contracts whatsoever. 
After transacting some other unim­ 
portant business 
the 
council ad­ 
journed 


Did Not Exceed His Authority. 
Ju dge Fleming, asked about the 
article in the Journal quoted from 
the S t Cloud Times said: 
‘‘All this talk about Judge Sleeper 
having exceeded his authority in issu­ 
ing injunctions against homesteaders 
in certain cases, is all stuff and 
nonsense, and is an attempt on tho 
part of some of his enemies to build 
a mountain out of a mole hill. 
The 
Judge did just what any fair minded 
judge would do in such cases. 
A 
respectable firm of attorneys upon a 
proper showing ask for the writ, and 
everything being fair on its face, what 
could the Judge do but to grant it. 
The rights of the parties are to be 
determined upon the hearing of the 
order to show cause. 
Why, if the 
Judge had have taken the opposite 
course and prejudged the case—made 
up his judgment in advance—then 
criticism would have been in order. I 
glory in the spunk of a man who dares 
to do the right thing regardles of the 
present seeming consequences." 


The St. Cloud Times, the organ of 
tho United States land office, criticises 
the functions of a district judge of 
Minnesota, (as will be seen by an 
article quoted in the Brainerd Jour­ 
nal,) and attempts to slur the actions 
of Ju dge Sleeper 
in allowing a 
temporary injunction to issue, re­ 
straining certain settlers from proving 
up on lands claimed by the grantees 
of the Northern Pacific railroad com­ 
pany within certain indemnity belts. 
As we understand the law our state 
courts have jurisdiction to protect 
owners of lands within tho state iii 
the enjoyment of their titles and to 
prevent clouds from being placed on 
such titles, and upon such facts being 
presented to judges of the district 
courts of this state we are inclined to 
believe that such judges would be 
recreant to their obligations if they 
should refuse. 
If our courts are 
powerless to i>a»s upon these ques­ 
tions, land owners had better move out 
aud go to some stat i where state 
courts have jurisdiction to protect 
property owners and th * rigid to 
hear and determine constitutional and 
statutory rights. 
We Ii iv > no doubt 
Ju dge Sleeper will determine this, 
as he has other questions, on its mer­ 
its, without regard 
for newspaper 
criticism that would mould his opin­ 
ion to meet tho requirements of fed­ 
eral office holders, who are acting 
under instructions of other officials, 
opinions may b • right and may 
be wrong, but winch eventually must 
be potent or otherwise a-* the state 
and federal courts shall determine. 


Hon. G. G. Hartley’s Speech.

“I hail from Minnesota and the 
Northwest, and I ani proud of that 
locality, 
It is a grand country.

intelligent country. 
The State that I 
had the honor to represent in part in 
the convention just adjourned has a 
grand system of schools, and points 
with pride to its rn ignificent educa­ 
tional lnstutitions. 
Its people read 
and think, and are not the ignorant 
victims of demagogue* that they have 
represented to be !»- * r * * at this conven­ 
tion. 
Mr. Depew has been told that 
the grangers of th • Northwest would 
close their eyes and fight him or any 
other man that has ever boon con­ 
nected with a railroad, regardless of 
his qualities. 
It is not so. 
That is a 
great country- it admires great men 
and recognises the necessity of filling 
the high offices of the nation with 
men of recognized ability, experience 
aud honor, eve* if they have been 
connected With a railroad. 
I know 
something of the grangers and their 
interests in that country. 
I went 
among them a poor, uneducated boy, 
and after years of common labor I 
took a homestead in Cass county, 
Dakota, and I point with pride to the 
fact that Depew was the only man 
that got two votes from that great 
granger territory in the early stages 
of the convection. 
I improved that 
homestead any got my patent on it 
(what no settler could get in the 
whole Northwest under Sparks,) and 
I have been farming for the last ten 
years. 
In that tim** I have raised 
more that 100,000 bushels of wheat 
That is a progressive country. 
You 
will believe it when I tell you that tho 
city I live in. locat'd at the west end 
of Lake Superior, as Chicago is at the 
South end of Lake Michigan, with 
less than 5,000 people in 1880, has 
35,000 in 1888. 
Not known as a wheat market in 
1880, it is to-dav the greatest pri­ 
mary wheat market in tin* world, hav­ 
ing received 941,231 bushels more 
wheat than Chicago in 1886 and 1887, 
and sixty days ago our warehouses 
contained more than one-quarter of 
the visible supply of wheat in the 
United States. 
With two small banks 
in 1380 we now have nine, with a 
capital stock of over $800,000. 
In 
1887 we handled one million tons of 
coal and over six million jiouiids of 
wool, and manufactured in that dis­ 
trict over 300,OOO,< HJO feet of lumber. 
I mention these things to let you 
know that we are not th** one-liorse 
sort of fellows up there that are or 
can be led by agitators and demago­ 
gues. 
I have had numerous tele­ 
grams since my arrival here, assuring 
me that Minnesota would give Depew 
a great majority; one from th** Mayor 
of my own city, one from the ex-pre- 
sident of the City Council of Minne­ 
apolis, and from many other reliable 
sources. 
Mr. Dejiew’s friends in that 
country will feel particularly sore 
when they hear that his withdrawal 
was largely duo to misrepresentation 
of themselves. 
While New York

When I go home I shall meet 
as good Republicans as there are in 
that country, who will regret that Mr.

What the Scheme Was. 
The Daily Tribune, of Duluth, pub­ 
lished the following in regard to the 
rumored removal of the News from 
Brainerd to that city before the lire 
occurred: 
We loam that it is not exactly cer­ 
tain as yet whether the Democrats of 
Duluth will succeed in getting a new 
Democratic daily established in this 
city or not. 
We should very much 
like to see a creditable evening paper 
in Duluth, and of course our Demo­ 
cratic friends would like to have a 
clear-cut organ iii this city; but we 
learn that some of the more practical 
and business like men among them 
are not particularly carried away with 
the proposed scheme. 
As we under­ 
stand the matter, Mr. Dewey, who 
has been publishing a daily paper at 
Brainerd, but who, although having 
the whole field to himself, has not 
been able to make his paper a suc­ 
cess, has become inspired with the 
idea that the place which Is suffering 
for another daily paper is Duluth, and 
he propose* to sell the Democrats of 
this city a controlling interest in his 
printing outfit for $2,000. 
This $2. 
OOO, however, will riot go into the 
business for current expenses, but 
will be paid to a dealer in printing 
presses in Minneapolis who has a 
chattel mortgage on Mr. Dewey's 
press and who, of course, wants his 
pay. Of course, this dealer who has 
been here, helping along Mr. Dewey’s 
scheme, attempts to make the Demo­ 
crats believe that “there’s millions'’ in 
a Democratic paper iii this city; but j 
some of the more thoughtful ones 
among them can’t exactly see it in 
that light. 
They have heard it stated 
on pretty reliable authority that it 
costs a good deal of money to publish 
a daily paper, and in a little city 
which already has tiiree dailies, they 
do not exactly see where the money 
is to come from for a fourth daily, ex­ 
cept by assessment on the stockhold­ 
ers. and some of them have had ex- 
j>erience in this line already and 
know what those assessments mean.

this idea, they call attention to the 
fact that of all the papers published 
iii Minneapolis, St. Paul and other 
large cities, not one-tenth of them 
have presses of their own.

ID* is o f English descent, one of his 
ancestor* being a friend and cou n selor of 
Oliver Crom well, tak in g part in the trial and 
execu tion o f K ing Charles 1. 
S hortly after 
th is period th e H arrison famil.v im m igrated 
to Am erica aud th e next one that liecomeM 
well know n is Benjam in H arrison o f Virginia, 
w ho perfm iiied an active part 111 uli m ove­ 
m ents o f the revolu tionary war period, wa* 
one o f the signers of the declaration o f hide 
pendenre, thrice elected G overnor o f Virginia 
and a m em ber o f the con ven tion that rati 
tied the co n stitu tio n , 
lie w a -th e father of

H enry H arrison, President* of

H annibal, after h aving, to the a sto n ish ­ 
m ent and con stern ation o f R o m e , passed the 
Alps; after h avin g put to fight the arm ies of 
the m istress of the world, and stripped three 
bushels o f gold rings from the finger 
’(ier 
slaughtered k n ights, und 
m ade her very 
foun d ation quake, fled from his n ative cou n ­ 
try, and died at la st by p oisou , adm inistered 
by his ow n hands, uulaiuented und unw ept, 
in u foreign land. 
Caesar, nfttq h aying conquered 8 0 0 cities, 
and dyed his hands 111 the b lood of 1,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
of his foes; and after h avin g pursued to 
death the only rival he had 011 earth, w as 
m iserably nssusHiuated by th ose he consider­ 
ed his nearest friends, and in th at very place 
the attain m en t o f which had bfen his g rea t­ 
est am bition. 
B ouaparte, whose m and ate kings and em ­ 
perors olveyed, after h a v in g filled th e earth 
with th e terror o f his nam e, deluged it with 
tears aud blood, and clothed the world with 
sackcloth , closed his d ays iu lonely ban ish ­ 
m ent, alm ost literally exiled from th e world, 
y et where he could som etim es see his cou n ­ 
try's banner w aving over the deep, but which 
could not or would n o t bring him aid.

The device shown in our illustration is 
one which w ill bo readily appreciated by 
every housew ife who ha* a cellar. A never- 
ending and wearisom e part of household 
work consists of frequent visits to the cel­ 
lar, where so many articles of daily use are 
necessarily stored. 
It is to obviate a large 
part of this labor that the present arrange­ 
m ent Is designed by Mr*. David Tudor, 
Cambria County, Fa., who furnished tho 
sketch from which our engraving was 
made. 
It consists of four shelves firmly 
attached to side-pieces, and m oving freely 
in a sort of boxing which extends from the 
bottom of tbe cellar to the ceiling of the 
kitchen or dining-room on the floor above.

W here to P l a n t T h e m —S u c c e s s f u l I l o w e i 
Culture. 
A s in m aking one’s choice for a w ife, so 
in selecting the proper place for our get,: * 
•of nature (the beautiful flowers), there are 
so many things to tala* into consideration 
that if even not compelled by circum stances 
to some particular locality, it is very diffi­ 
cult to be perfectly satisfied as to the situa­ 
tion of a flower garden. 
W e w ill suggest 
*om<* of the most important points to be con­ 
sidered. 
A level plat is to be prepared, for if there 
is much of a descent tbe heavy rains will 
wash away the soil 
It should be situated 
near the dw elling house, and w ell exposed 
to the sun, so that if you have a few spare 
m om ents (while tho men folks are getting 
ready for dinner), you can puii a few stray 
w eeds, or tie up a gladiolus. 
One of the most important requisite* of a 
flower garden is good, rich soil; if not tia’- 
urally so it m ust be made so by carting 
away the poor soil and filling in with better. 
If naturally heavy it should be made light 
w ith the addition of sand, and (as Dr. Hoi 
land would express r > with the result of 
life in an advanced state of decompo^'bon, 
m ixed with rich muck. 
In a word, what is 
wanted is deep, rich soil, not too wet nor 
too dry. 
A grave question now come- up in many 
m inds a* to the arrangem ents of ihe flower 
beds. 
It is well enough to study plans and 
designs if you like, and then decide inde­ 
pendently. 
U se your own judgm ent and 
common sense. 
Study your time first of all, 
and use no plan which w ill require more of 
tha* than you can give. 
Avoid laying out 
more than you can take good care of, not 
only in the spring but throughout the sum ­ 
m er and fail 
W hatever shape you make 
the bed*, place the toiler-grow ing varieties 
in the renter, such as scarlet salvia, peren­ 
nial phlox, delphinium or larkspur, etc. 
Then plant those that do not grow as tall, 
such as geranium s, pinks, petunia^ 
Then 
com es the little six-inch beauties, pansy, 
nemophila and num berless others. 
Thus 
through the long w inter we can plan our 
flower beds, and that is half of the battie.

It is well to fos’cr the common dread for 
deadly 
poisons. 
Fam iliarity 
with 
them 
should never te permitted to “ breed con­ 
tem pt,” 
The effect of some of the poisons 
used in killing m sec s is deadly and sure. 
Substance* containing arsenic are most to 
t e dreaded, because they are most numer­ 
ous. 
Everv one should know what to do in 
case some human bom e is unfortunate to 
sw allow a poisonous dose 
Such a -'a^e may 
not occur once in a dozen years, yet it is 
worth while to be prepar'd for that one 
case. 
The sym ptom s of arsenical poisening are 
sickness of the stomach, vom iting of bloody 
m atter and difficult breathing, a cold feel­ 
ing in the feet, and law, hard, quick pube, 
with the most insatiable thirst. There will 
be sta'ns 
about 
the mouth. 
Vomiting 
should he encouraged in the usual way by 
giving salt or mustard 
and 
lukewarm 
water, lime-water, soap and wafer or ipe 
eac. 
Prevent the poison from attacking 
the lining membrane of the stomach. 
For 
this purpose m agnesia and chalk with water, 
rugar and linseed, or sw eet oil should te 
sw allowed. 
The te .a antidote is the hy­ 
drated sesquioxide of iron 
(In some of the 
prepared arsenioul insecticides this is add­ 
ed to the preparation to neutralize the pois­ 
onous effect of the arsenic.) It may be pur­ 
chased at any drug store, but should be ob­ 
tained as fresh a3 possible, as it soon lose.s 
its efficacy. 
If the dose of poison is a srrnll one. the 
violent sym ptom s will soon subside, and all 
that w ill be required is the usual care as to 
diet, etc., rem em bering that the inflamma­ 
tion of the stom ach is very severe, and that 
there is very great danger of chronic in­ 
flammation or permanent paralysis. 
It can 
not he too often reiterated that the different 
forms of arsenic are the most horrible and 
deadly of poisons, and w ith them an ounce 
of prevention is worth many pounds ol 
• ure. 
If you use that which may cause 
death, it is no more than right that you 
should also use that which may hold death 
at bay.

The Gage Tool Company, of Vineland, N. 
J., i/rites thus to the Annrftan Machinist 
In 1*83 the subject of spontaneous com­ 
bustion was brought to our attention by tho 
surer; t.?. from the floor of our factory 
'•eloping an alarming increase in heat when 
placed in heaps. 
The floor 
had 
been 
s p rin k le d and the sw eepings were moist. 
During the afternoon the-, began to heat, 
and a thermometer p aced in tho pile, after 
i» had been disturbed, indicated about two 
hundred d egree*; Fahrenheit. 
It being timo 
to elo-c the factory for the n:ght, the sw eep­ 
ing1* were thrown out. 
One day during the next year a p*culi ir 
odor was noticed in the factory, which in­ 
crease | and tecatne verv nnpleasan*. 
Thia 
was found to emanate from a barrel of shav­ 
ings and chips from the teriug and mortis­ 
ing machine-.. 
There shavings and chins aro 
removed from the throats of our plane- 
stocks, which are previously saturated with 
warm Unseed oil. 
When the covei wa* re­ 
moved from th“ barrel the fumes w erequito 
strong: the shavings were so hot that tho 
hand could not te held in them without be­ 
ing burnt. This b a r r e l was removed to a 
vacant lot, covered with an uucloth, and 
left. That r-ight. during a heavy storm, tho 
cover was blown off and th 
shavings wet. 
They kept hot a long time, but did not char. 
We then directed the removal from tho 
building of all 
avmgs and saw dust made 
from oiled wood as soon as made. 
During one day last year we had teen 
rawing th- oiled planed stocks, and at night, 
when removing the te x under the saw con­ 
taining ’he saw dust that had fallen into it 
during the day. it was noticed to be very 
hot. 
It wa* p:ac:*d a’ a safe distance from 
the building, and in the morning the saw ­ 
dust w a; burning 
A light, misty rain had 
set in during the ciirht. 
The fire w as ex- 
tinguished. but th “' rain continued and in­ 
creased. 
Before noon the dust was burning 
again. 
During tho month of June last we vroro 
planing our oiled stocks on a hand (or buzz) 
planer, and (on June 10) filled four sugar 
barrels with the shavings. W ater had been 
spilt on some of the shavings that were put 
in one of tho*o barrels, and these shaving', 
soon began to heat. 
A thermometer placed 
in among these s h a v i n g s indicated a rapidly 
rising temperature, .and a* six p. m. of tho 
nex’ day the shavings ut the top of the bar­ 
rel tegan to char. 
Tl* 
were then placed out doorr* under a 
wrought iron boiler bonnet, and covered 
with a nmtal plate. 
The next morning, 
upon removing tho rnotal plate, we found 
that th-' r,hxvmg* were charred and had 
shrunk into a eylindcr-t.'iaped ma- ■. v ;th a 
three-inch space between it and th“ aides cf 
the barrel, making the shrinkage six inches 
across the top. 
Upon disturbing th i; mass 
it broke into flame 
Latcv m the day saw ­ 
dust (from o itel beeehwood) that had been 
deposited in a box as it left the saw the day 
before, began to burn, setting fire to the 
pme te x containing the dust. This box, 
with The dust, had been plac d in an old iron 
smoke-stack lying upon the ground at a dis­ 
tance from the buildings. 


N a t u r a l G a s In C h i n a 
The follow ing abstract ef an account 
given bv Baron Von Iliehtofen cf naturaL, 
gas w ells in China is given in the Uuit^E 
States Consular reports by Charles D cn^N 
United State ( on so! at Peking. These weltk 
ure found in NzYhwun. near a town called 
1’sz-lingtsir-T 
In an area of twenty-seven 
Ii (9 miles) diameter salt wells are found. 
To make a well the Chinese use a long and 
plastic bamboo pole, supported in the middle 
; by a cross piece, a rope made by coupling 
the ends of long (not twisted) slices of bam­ 
boo, and an iron instrum ent which w eighs 
120 catties (catty — 1M lb )• 
The rope in 
fastened on the thin end of tho polo, and 
the iron on the end of the rope. 
A slight 
up and down motion of the tnick end of ihe 
{Kile makes the iron hop and bore a vertical 
hole with its b r o a d , sharpen’d edge. 
The 
ground to be perforated consists chiefly of 
sandstone and day. 
W hen a portion of the rock is mashed, 
rlcar water is poured into the hole, a 
long bamboo tube with a valve in the bot­ 
tom is lowered, and tho tur bid w ater raised 
to the top. 
Fires of cypress wood are 
rammed in to protect the sides of the bored 
hole and to prevent the w ater in the sur­ 
rounding ground 
from getting access to 
the well; the pipes are attached to each 
other at the ends with nails, hemp, and tung 
oil at leas? up to the time that Baron llieh- 
tofen 
wrote, a long column of fire rose 
irom that pit, and it 13 considered nearly 
impossible to stop tbe flume. 
The gas pits ana brine pits are owned 
separately by corporations. 
The owners 
a r e subjected to the control of the Govern­ 
ment. 
The Government monopoly is in the 
hands of t h c “ taot:ii,” who resides at the 
place. 
The salt works of Tsz-lin-tsing yield 
considerable revenue to the G o\ci mnont, 
and have besides enriched numerous pro­ 
prietors, and give occupation to a numerous 
population. The number of “ lire pits" is 
twenty-four, and the salt pits are innuracr- 
ab’rt. 
Some of them do not enjoy the ad­ 
vantages of gas. 
The brine is evaporated 
with grass and wood. 


E l e c t r i c Light Fires. 
The frequency cf conflagration caused by 
electric-light w ires induced 
the Electric 
Club, of Philadelphia, to inquire into the 
means of preventing them. 
At a recent 
meeting, the report of a committee of four 
months' standing, under the chairm anship 
of Mr. H . D Cutter, was presented. The 
various automatic cut-outs proposed by dif­ 
ferent inventors, w sre considered, somo 
utilizing the heating of a wire, somo the 
action of a spring pulling against an arma­ 
ture of a magnet. 
Tho old arrangem ent of 
a fusible alloy cut-off was pronounced ob­ 
jectionable, on account of tho interruption 
produced when it melted, but this w as ob­ 
viated by an arrangem ent for throw ing 
other fusible pieces into tho circuit on-* aft­ 
er the other.

sea. “ I have had a great many inter­ 
esting people cross with me,” said the 
captain, “statesmen, actors, writers, 
professional men of prominence and 
men of the world who have seen

most entertaining passenger I ever 
met

a 
lawyer 
from 
Mel­ 
bourne, Australia, named Brown. He 
was, without doubt, the most brilliant 
conversationalist I ever listened to.”

He was 
still more surprised, therefore, when a 
year later he heard Joseph Jefferson, 
at a dinner given him in this city, ex­ 
press as his opinion th at among all 
the bright talkers he had ever met in 
this or any other country the same j 
prominent lawyer of Melbourne was 
the most brilliant.

One even- J 
ing several years ago, while dining 
with the Savage d a b in London, when 
Byron, author of the comedy of “Our 
Boys,” W. S. Gilbert and other good 
talkers were at the table, a battle of 
words took place between Robertson, 
the author of “School” and “Caste” 
and another gentleman possessing no 
mean powers of repartee. My friend 
was greatly pleased with what he heard 
and expressed his admiration of the 
brightness of the speakers to a gentle­ 
man sitting next to him. 
“ Yes.” said 
the Englishman, “they talk well, hut 
we had a queer chap here from the 
provinces once that made them all 
look to their laurels. 
He was by long 
odds the most brilliant fellow i ever 
heard talk. His name was Brown and 
he came from .Melbourne.” It is not 
unnatural for three people even of 
wide experience to agree on the same 
novelist, aclor or singer, but it struck 
me th at tlie story was interesting, if 
only as a coincidence, and though 
Brown of Melbourne has not yet visit* 
ed tiiis country.

men destroyed, and a plagued near 
thing.” 
“Oh!” answered th** duke to a soci­ 
ety woman who asked him todescribe 
Waterloo, “ii is very easy done! 
We 
pummelled them, they pummelled us, 
and 1 suppose we pummelled the 
hardest, so we gained the day.” 
Wellington’s head was not turned 
by bis popularity, “if any one be 
disposed to grow giddy with popular 
applause/’ he once said, “1 think a 
glance toward my iron shutters will 
soon sol>er him.” 
Those “iron shutters” always re­ 
minded the duke of the fickleness of 
tin* London mob, and he often re­ 
ferred to them. Du ring the debate on 
tie* Reform Bill, which Wellington 
op j >osed, the London populace, for­ 
getting his services, broke the win­ 
dows of Apsley House, his city resi­ 
dence, and did much injury to his 
property. 
The duke put up iron 
and did much 
rtv.

shutters to his windows and there 
they remain***! until after his death. 
Home time afterward, when he had 
regained his popularity, he was fol­ 
lowed by a large crowd of men, who 
cheered him heartily.

All. yes says th** sceptical 
reader, but how about 1788—what 
hap]H*ne*l then? Well, nothing in 
particular; the p r o f e s s o r confess*** it. 
But in 171M5 French troops sailed for 
Ireland, in 17i>8 they lauded there, 
ami from 1800 to 1805 our danger 
from invasion was greater than it 
had L eu in th** days either 
of the 
arm ada or of La Hogue. These facts 
seem to suggest th a t every hundred 
years or t hereabouts, 
England U*- 
comes subject to catastrophe from 
w ithout. W** are now in the prest-nee 
or another eighty eight, and the 
professor 
asks 
whether 
another 
p**riod of convulsions is due. 
We are 
now, he says, very much in th a t 
position which Spain occupied 
in 
1588. 
In th a t year, and in the next 
two eighty-eights, our islands were 
threatened: in 1888 it is not Great 
Britain but Greater Britain w hich is 
exposed to attack.

Should a wagon or a buggy-tire 


Is** onie a little loose from shrinkage 
«ifthe felloes, instead of taking the 
w heel to the shop to have the tire cut 
and replaced, get half a gallon oflin- 
seed oil, and after heating it pretty 
well, pour the same in a shallow 
dish and give the rim of the 
wheel 
two or three slow turns 
around 
through it. The oil penetrating the 
f. lloes will so swell them th a t the tire 
will become as tight as ever. 


There is little doubt th a t a liogcan 
be fattened during the warm season 
considerably cheaper than in cold 
weather. Taking advantage of this, 
says a Kansas writer,many farmers 
have arranged so th a t the bulk of 
t heir stock hogs are ready for the 
butcher from May to September, with 
a smaller lot th a t goes to market 
from November to March. Indeed, 
some of our m ost thrifty farmers m ay 
h** seen taking a load of hogs to m ar­ 
ket every month in the year. 


R ep ellin g iiuJ I»c -,tro) lug R crer*. 
A mixture of rosin and lard is rec­ 
ommended for applying on trunks 
of trees to repel the borer. Linseed 
oil mixed with soot, and applied the 
the first week in June, has kept the 
borer from attacking trees thus pro­ 
tected for two or three years after Its 
application. Carbolic soap is also a 
good repellant. If the borer lias al­ 
ready effected a lodgment,lie must Is* 
dug out or followed up into his hole 
with a flexible wire and killed. Apple 
and peach trees should be examined 
the latter part of the Summer, even 
if some offensive substance has been 
to drive away the enemy. 
It may 
have failed to reach every part of the 
trunk liable to attack. 


Sw ine Im p ro v em en t. 
In an address before the National 
Swine Breeders’ Association, 
Prof. 
Morrow, of the Agricultural Depart­ 
ment of Illinois University, stated 
that those engaged in the improve­ 
ment; ot swine had been remarkably 
successful. Not in one bre**d alone, 
but in a number, there has Deen ox 
traordinary 
development in 
the 
qualities 
desired—rapid 
growth, 
early maturity,quiet disposition,and 
readiness to lay on flesh. Differing in 
minor points—color, size, form as to 
detail—there is comparatively little : 
essential difference between half-a- 
dozen leading breeds, and they are 
becoming more and more alike. 


The farmer who will succeed the 
best in growing crops will be the on** 
w ho prepares the Ian* 1 the best. We 
now have so many improve*! itupl*- 
ments for stirring the soil that tlu te 
is really no excuse for planting land 
that is not well 
pulverized. The 
manure 
should Is; so thoroughly 
mingled with the soil that no portion 
of it shall Is* without fertilizer within 
a few inches of it. 


Get the ground ready for turnips. 
Plow it now, so as to allow tin* grass 
and weeds to start up. As fast as 
they shall appear run a cultivator 
over the 
fleld. In 
this 
manner 
nearly all the grass and w e e d s will l*e 
destroyed before the arrival of t h e 
time for putting in 
t h e turnip seed 
and it will save labor in growing tie * 
crop. 
It is also last to spread the 
manure on the plot now, ns manure 
frequently contains seeds of weeds.

Mr A. S. Murray, keeper of Greek 
rid Roman {antiquities, British Mu- 
• 'i i. deliver***! an interesting lect­ 
in* at th** |\ork**s Museum on Thurs- 
luy. March 22. on the “ Physical 
Training of the Greeks and Rom ans.” 
He obserx *d that it had L**-n said in 
ancient times that the two tilings 
vxha h t he Greeks desired most were 
to !**• healthy and to Ire l*eautiful. 
Beauty, in their eyes. was attainable 
largely by a ca refill system of physi­ 
cal training. 
We sis*, he observes, 
tleir idea of physical I tea ut y no­ 
where luster than on the sculptured 
frieze of the Parthenon at Athens 
now in the British Museum, for the 
greater part of it is a simple glorifi­ 
cation ofyou th as develope*! by phy­ 
sical t raining on horseback and in 
chariot racing. There was no more 
marked difference between the Greeks 
an*i -* mi-barbarous races that sur- 
soiind«*d them than in this matter of 
physical 
training.

dialogues 
Lucian 
intro­ 
duces th** Scythian prince, Anarchar- 
sis. who visited Athens in the sixth 
cent ary B. < 
and in The course of his 
visit went to the Palaistra. 
He was 
milt h surprised at the various excr­ 
etes of the youth, thinking them 
ridiculous. He asked Solon, the legis­ 
lator. how he could defend such folly. 
Solon explained that the exercises of 
the youth might seem absurd to an 
onlooker, but that they were meant 
to train up a race of men who. large­ 
ly by this training, should become 
valuable citizens, capable of taking 
their part in war through the skill of 
body they thus acquired, and capable 
of taking a share in the administra­ 
tion of public affairs through the 
dearness of head and ready judg­ 
ment which the habitual training of 
the palaistra fostered in them. The 
lecturer then proceeded to describe 
the ordinary exercises of the boys 
previous to their reaching the age of 
joining

palaistra. giving in­ 
stances of skill attained in the x’ari- 
ous eont**sts of leaping, running, 
wrestling, boxing, throwing the disc 
and tim spear.

for his otherwise 
re­ 
spectable republican and business re­ 
lations. The sending of delegates to 
the Aitken convention was even more 
secret. 
No county convention was 
held, not even caucuses, but people 
were approached and solicited to be­ 
come delegates, and were offered 
credentials on the spot. Several gen­ 
tlemen of high standing were thus 
approached, who absolutely refused 
to have anything whatever to do with 
such proceeding, but they managed 
to find two men beside Mr. Paine 
who would attend. 
The convention was called to order 
by Warren Potter, of Aitken county, 
who the day before represented his 
county in a republican convention in 
this city. Geo. T. Williams was 
chosen chairman. 
The committee on credentials re­ 
ported the delegates from Crow Wing 
county, R. G. Sparlm, J. E. Johnson, 
W. P. Spalding, Wm. Paine, Justin 
Smith by proxy to C. E. Bullard, T. 
W. Crawford by proxy to A. S. Mc­ 
Millan. 
The names of Capt. W. P. Spalding 
and one of the other gentlemen of this 
city were used as delegates entirely 
without the knowledge or authority of 
those gentlemen. The gentlemen say 
positively that no one had any author­ 
ity to use their names, and that they 
never gave a proxy to any one.

Spalding’s card 
published 
below explains itself. 
It was an 
unwarranted and outrageous use of 
the names of those gentlemen in the 
futile attempt to lead people to be­ 
lieve that the so-called “people’s” 
movement had the support of some 
respectable people besides the ele­ 
ment who are trying to be the “peo­ 
ple” in the interest of G. W. Holland 
and not in the interest of the kipeo 
pie.”

A DISASTROUS FIRE. 


Brainerd is Visited by One of the 
Largest Fires in Its History. 


The Losses, Its Origin, and Other Mi­ 
nor Details. 


The most disastrous and destruc­ 
tive fire that has ever visited our 
thriving young city occurred on Sat­ 
urday night, when almost two entire 
blocks in the busines portion of tho 
city were destroyed by the fire demon. 
It had been an unusually hot and op­ 
pressive day, and as night approach­ 
ed the appearance of the sky indicated 
the coming of a storm. 
At about 9 
o’clock, just as people were closing 
their houses 
against the 
coming 
storm, tho dread alarm of fire sounded 
through the city, and almost in an 
instant the flash of the lurid flames 
could be seen in the centre of the 
business portion of the city. 
A D i s ­ 


p a t c h scribe was 
0 1 1 the scene in a 
moment, and 
already the planing 
mill, where the lire originated, was a 
mass of flames, and had been com­ 
municated to the adjacent buildings. 
At this moment the storm, which had 
been so long threatening, burst upon 
the scene, not in rain, but in a gale of 
wind which blew the flames in sheets 
over the surrounding structures, ig 
niting tho building occupied by Mrs. 
Clostermam’s Hotel, 
and the small 
buildings in the rear, and also setting 
on fire the buildings occupied 
by 
Veon's jewelry store and Gray’H sa­ 
loon. 
The firemen under Chief Leo­ 
pold were 011 the ground in an in­ 
credibly short space of time, scarcely 
five minutes elatin g between the 
first alarm and the time when the 
first stream of water began to play on 
the fire. 
However, Indore the de­ 
partment had really got down to 
work the supply of water failed en­ 
tirely, and the brave firemen could 
do nothing but stand and see the 
flames creep from one building to 
another with nothing to resist their 
progress. 
The heat from the bunting 
of Saloon No. 1, became so intense 
that to save tho Commercial Hotel 
without water seemed an impossibility. 
Comforters soaked with water were 
hung over the edge of the roof and 
on the side of the building, and so in­ 
tense was tlie heat that they would 
dry almost in a moment and ignite. 
At this juncture a dynamite cartridge 
was thrown into the building occupied 
by No. 1, and the explosion so shat­ 
tered the building that tie* frame 
work soon fell in, reducing the intense 
heat, and undoubtedly made it pos­ 
sible to save the Commercial 
and 
keep the fire from crossing the street 
and setting fire to that block. 
In 
the meanwhile, as no* pressure was 
forthcoming, the fire 
advanced to 
Lambert Bros, livery stable, and from 
there to Barrel’s blacksmith shop and 
to the building on the comer of 4th 
and Laurel str<*ets 
occupied by a 
laundry, which were one after anoth­ 
er entirely consumed, only the goods 
and the contents of the buildings, 
which were hurriedly carried 
out 
being saved. 
Had water been ob­ 
tainable it would have lx*on an easy 
matter to havo confined the flames to 
the buildings between the alley north 
of Closterman's hotel and No. 1 at 
the comer of Laurel street. 
As it 
was, however, the flames up to this 
time unchecked, and driven by the 
strong wind from the southeast, were 
communicated to the row of frame 
buildings on Front street, and they 
also were soon a mass of flamt*s. first 
catching the Lumbermen’s Exchange 
Hotel, the second building from the 
comer, and traveling west from one 
building to another, until a sjmce of 
fifty feet between the building occu­ 
pied by a paint shop and the News 
building, stopped their progress. 
On 
the Laurel street side of the block 
the flames leaped across 4th street 
and set fire to Riddel’s livery stable, 
and from there began to spread east 
and north over block 49, consuming 
in turn the small buildings facing on 
4th street, until they reached the rear 
of Last Turn building. 
By this time 
there was sufficient pressure on the 
hydrants to throw a stream of water, 
and the firemen began in earnest to 
fight tho fire fiend. 
One company 
began to stay the progress of the 
flames that were threatening 
the 
building occupied by 
the Empire 
Restaurant, and 
most bravely and 
effectually they performed the task. 
Tho other 
companies checked the 
progress of the fire on block 49, and 
succeeded in saving the forward and 
main part of the Last Turn building, 
the rear having been almost entirely 
consumed beforo water could be had. 
No. 2, after assisting at Smith's for a 
short time, began to play on a quan­ 
tity of furniture that had been car­ 
ried out of the burning buildings and 
carried across Front street and which 
had l>een ignited by the intense heat. 
The bulletin board at this place also 
caught fire and burned, the sparks 
from which set fire to the old Cant­ 
well building on the north side of 
Front street, which was allowed to 
bum as it was a nuisance, and had 
not been occupied for some time. The 
Daily News building, which stood at 
least fifty feet from any other struc­ 
ture, and consequently it was sup­ 
posed would escape, but which had 
been ignited by burning cinders on 
the roof and slowly burning for some 
time, was the last to receive the at­ 
tention of the firemen. 
The flames 
had, however, by the time the firemen 
could give it attention, made consid­ 
erable progress, but after a long strug­ 
gle the fire was almost extinguished, 
when the supply of water again failed 
and for twenty minutes the firemen 
could nothing, during which time the 
flames again gained great headway, 
but a pressure again appearing, the 
firemen 
soon 
became 
masters 
and the flames were extinguished. 
The expensive outfit of the Daily 
News, which was in the basement of 
the 
building, received 
no 
injury 
whatever from the flames, but was 
badly 
damaged by the immense 
amount of water which was poured 
into the building. 
This building, 
and the building occupied by Smith s 
restaurant were the only structures 


011 block 47 that were left standing. 
During tho progress of the fire the 
high wind carried burning shingles 


and cinders far beyond tho Sanitari­ 
um, but a fortunate sprinkling of rain 
had so dampened the roof of the 
buildings that all escaped, with the 
exception of a small log barn near the 
bridge which caught fire and was 
consumed. 
When the supply of water failed a 
messenger was 
dispatched to the 
pump house to ascertain the cause of 
the failure, where it was found that 
every exertion was being made to get 
up a pressure, but owing to the high 
water it was almost irapossibe. 
Tho 
water was nearly two feet deep in the 
pump house, and almost entirely shut 
off the draft under the firebox, mak­ 
ing it very difficult to keep fire for an 
ordinary pressure. 
The buildings burned and the con­ 
tents with tho names of owners of 
each is summarized as follows:

A DISASTROUS FIRE. 


Brainerd is Visited by One of 
Largest Fires in Its History. 
the 


The Losses, Its Origin, and Other Mi­ 
nor Details. 
The most disastrous and destruc­ 
tive fire that has ever visited our 
thriving young city occurred on Sat­ 
urday night, when almost two entire 
blocks in the busmen portion of the 
city were destroyed by the fire demon. 
It had been an unusually hot and op­ 
pressive day, and as night approach­ 
ed the appearance of the sky indicated 
the coming of a storm. 
At about 9 
o’clock, just as people were closing 
their houses against the 
coming 
storm, the dread alarm of fire sounded 
through th© city, and almost in an 
instant the flash of the lurid flames 
could be seen in the centre of the 
business portion of the city. 
A D is ­ 


pa t c h scribe was on the scene in a 
moment, and already the planing 
mill, where the fire originated, was a 
mass of flames, and had been com­ 
municated to the adjacent buildings. 
At this moment th© storm, which had 
been so long threatening, burst upon 
the scene, not in rain, but in a gale of 
wind which blew the flames in sheets 
over the surrounding structures, ig­ 
niting the building occupied by Mrs. 
Closterman’s Hotel, and the small 
buildings in the rear, and also setting 
on fire the buildings occupied by 
Veon’s jewelry store and Gray’s sa­ 
loon. The firemen under Chief Leo­ 
pold were on the ground in an in­ 
credibly short space of time, scarcely 
five minutes elapsing between th© 
first alarm and the time when the 
first stream of water began to play on 
the fire. 
However, Indore the de­ 
partment had really got down to 
work the supply of water failed en­ 
tirely, and the brave firemen could 
do nothing but stand and s**© the 
flames creep from one building to 
another with nothing to resist their 
progress. The heat from the burning 
of Saloon No. I, I tee ame so intense 
that to save the Commercial Hotel 
without water seemed an impossibility. 
Comforters soaked with water were 
hung over the edge of the roof and 
on the side of the building, ami so in­ 
tense was tlie heat that they would 
dry almost in a moment and ignite. 
At this juncture a dynamite cartridge 
was thrown into the building occupied 
by No. I, and the explosion so shat­ 
tered the building that the frame 
work soon fell in. reducing the intense 
leat, and undoubtedly made it {>os- 
ible to save the Commercial and 
keep the fire from crossing the street 
and setting fire to that block. 
In 
the meanwhile, as no* pressure was 
forthcoming, the tire advanced lo 
Lambert Bros, livery stable, and from 
there to Burrel's blacksmith shoji and 
to the building on the comer of 4th 
and Laurel streets occupied by a 
aundry, which were one after anoth­ 
er entirely consumed, only the goods 
and the contents of the buildings, 
which were hurriedly carried out 
being saved. 
Hail water been ob­ 
tainable it would have Ix*en an easy 
matter to havo confined the flames to 
the buildings between the alley north 
of Closterman's hotel and No. I 
the comer of Laurel street. 
As 
was, however, the flames uj> to this 
time unchecked, and driven by the 
strong wind from the southeast, were 
communicated to the row of frame 
buildings on Front street, and they 
also were soon a mass of flames, first 
catching the Lumbermen's Exchange 
Hotel, the second building from the 
comer, and traveling west from one 
building to another, until a sj>ace ol1 
fifty feet l>etween the building occu 
pied by a paint shop and the News 
building, stopped their progress. On 
the Laurel street side of the block 
the flames leaped across 4th street 
and set fire to Riddel’s livery stable 
and from there began to spread east 
and north over block 49, consuming 
in turn the small buildings facing on 
4th street, until they reached the rear 
of Last Turn building. By this time 
there was sufficient pressure on the 
hydrants to throw a stream of water, 
and the firemen began in earnest to 
fight tho fire fiend. 
One company 
began to stay the progress of the 
flames that were threatening the 
building occupied by the Empire 
Restaurant, and most bravely and 
effectually they j>erformed the task. 
The other companies checked the 
progress of the fire on block 49, and 
succeeded in saving the forward and 
main part of the Last Turn building, 
the rear having been almost entirely 
consumed before water could be had. 
No. 2, after assisting at Smith's for a 
short time, began to play on a quan­ 
tity of furniture that had been car­ 
ried out of tho burning buildings and 
carried across Front street and which 
had been ignited by the intense heat. 
The bulletin board at this place also 
caught fire and burned, the sparks 
from which set fire to the old Cant­ 
well building on the north side of 
Front street, which was allowed to 
bum as it was a nuisance, and had 
not been occupied for some time. The 
Daily News building, which stood at 
least fifty feet from any other struc­ 
ture, and consequently it was sup- 
posed would escape, but which had 
been ignited by burning cinders on 
the roof and slowly burning for some 
time, was the last to receive the at­ 
tention of the firemen. 
The flames 
had, however, by the time the firemen 
could give it attention, made consid­ 
erable progress, but after a long strag­ 
gle the fire was almost extinguished, 
when the supply of water again failed 
and for twenty minutes the firemen 
could nothing, during which time the 
flames again gained great headway, 
but a pressure again appearing, the 
firemen 
soon 
became 
masters 
and the flames were extinguished. 
The expensive outfit of the Daily 
News, which was in the basement of 
the building, received no injury 
whatever from the flames, but was 
badly 
damaged by the immense 
amount of water which was poured 
into the building. 
This building, 
and the building occupied by Smith s 
restaurant were the only structures 
on block 47 that were left standing. 
During tho progress of the fire the 
high wind carried burning shingles 


and cinders far beyond the Sanitari­ 
um, but a fortunate sprinkling of rain 
had so dampened the roof of the 
buildings that all escaped, with the 
exception of a small log bam near the 
bridge which caught fire and was 
consumed. 
When the supply of water failed a 
messenger was dispatched to the 
pump honse to ascertain the cause of 
the failure, where it was found that 
every exertion was being made to get 
up a pressure, but owing to the high 
water it was almost impossibe. 
The 
water was nearly two feet deep in the 
pump house, and almost entirely shut 
off the draft under the firebox, mak­ 
ing it very difficult to keep fire for au 
ordinary pressure. 
The buildings burned and the con­ 
tents with the names of owners of 
each is summarized as follows:

dwelling house; North Star Hotel, D. 
F. Sexton; two dwelling houses own­ 
ed by Mrs. 
Closterman; Riddle's 
livery stable; building owned by G. G. 
Hartley: two boas?*, J. McCanly; 
house owned by J. Bums; house, J. M. 
Gray 
Laurel Street: 
Burrell’s black­ 
smith and wagon 
shop, Lamport 
Bros.’ livery stable, building owned 
by J. IL Gray. 
Several sheds, bams aud smaller 
buildings were also consumed. 
The loss is estimated at $60,000, 
with insurance of but $13,000.
